The racially mixed Coalition to 
Stop Operaton Zebra then marched 
in front of City Hall for an hour 
carrying signs reading, “ Stop Police 
Terror.’ 
and 
“ Stop 
Operation 
Zebra “ 
“ We don’t believe this type of 
operation has anything to do with 
catching the killer,” said Vernon 
Bown, a coalition spokesman. “ It’s 
an excuse to harrass and terrorize 
the black community.” 
At least 150 special police units 
have been put on the streets with a 
single assignment 
to capture a 
black male who has randomly shot 
18 persons. 12 of them fatally, in the 
city during the past five months with 
a 38 caliber pistol 
Investigators believe as many as 
three or four men may be involved 
in the shootings

Airport officials in Bali said they 
lost contact with the Pan Am plane 
at 10:25 p.m. They said the pilot was 
reporting an overhead position and 
was turning outbound away from the 
Denpasar airport—37 flying miles 
away—when contact was broken 
abruptly. 
Among the passengers aboard the 
plane were 29 Japanese tourists 
heading toward a holiday on Bali. 


Bali airport officials said they 
could detect nothing unusual before 
radio contact with the plane was 
lost. 
A helicopter flew over the area 
late in the afternoon, but the pilot 
reported he was hampered by low \ 
clouds and did not land, rescue 
headquarters said.

Hunt reportedly wealthy 
when asking 'hush money7 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) — While Watergate conspirator E. Howard Hunt 
was demanding alleged “ hush money” from the White House and 
portraying himself to the Senate Watergate Committee as destitute, he had 
more than $100,000 in a stock fund of unclear origins, the Los Angeles Times 
said today. 
Hunt siill holds the stock, purchased in the name of “ Johnson and Co.” 
just two days before he went to prison for his role in the Watergate 
burglary, the Times said. 
Hunt spent nine months in prison and was released in January pending 
appeal. 
The Times said it was difficult to make some determinations about Hunt’s 
finances because he “ commingled his income,” including a $260,000 
insurance payment for the death of his wife, Dorothy, in a plane crash, and 
$75,000 in alleged “ hush money” from the White House that was supposed to 
cover his legal fees. 
The report came from Times staff reporters in Washington who said they 
had been shown some of Hunts’ financial records by his lawyer, William A. 
Snyder. 
Snyder said the stock had been purchased with money from the insurance 
payment and the fact that the purchase and the payment from the White 
House fell on the same day —March 21,1973 —“ was the damnedest piece of 
bad luck I ’ve ever seen.”

Sewer project: city's 
largest but dullest 


(Editor’s note: This is the first of 
a series recapping the development 
of the Lompoc Valley Regional 
Wastewater Management System.)

It’s been called the largest city 
construction project in Lompoc’s 
history. 
A 
child 
of 
the 
years 
of 
environmental 
awareness, 
it 
became one of that era’s walking 
wounded when President Nixon, in 
late 1972, controversially impounded 
$6 billion in antipollution funds. 
Idled for one year and refunded, 
its price tag at maturity begins to 
reflect 
a 
boiling 
post-Vietnam 
inflation and the superheated costs 
of construction materials and fuel of 
the present age of shortages. 
An antidote for what could have 
been 
one 
of 
this 
city’s 
most 
catastrophic financial setbacks, it 
brought Lompoc city councilmen 
and administrators back to city hall 
after dark to lash together a $1.5 
million bond issue that passed just 
in time, they thought, to ward off 
bleak 
state sanctions. 
Then 
it 
brought them back again to piece 
together one of the most massive

grant programs in their memories. 
More than once it packed the 
chambers of the Lompoc City 
Council with citizens advocating 
their views on narrow aspects of it, 
but mostly confused and wondering 
how this densely technical matter 
would intrude upon their daily lives. 
When it’s done, engineers say in 
late 1976, it will serve Lompoc and 
its surrounding area until it booms 
from a community of effectively 
38,000 souls into a fledgling city of 
67,000. They estimate this will 
happen in 10 years. 


It will have cost taxpayers of this 
area, the state and the federal 
government a total of clpse to $13 
million. 


Yet for all of this, the Lompoc 
Regional Wastewater Management 
System, as an integrated, entire 
project, appears to have evolved in 
a near vacuum of public comment. 
At an October 1972 public forum on 
the 
issue, empty 
chairs 
outnumbered the audience by three 
to one, even though higher sewer 
rates was an agenda item. 


The same trend has followed 
through over the bulk 
of the 
council’s months-running exchanges 
about the project. One of thè well 
attended exceptions involved public 
hearings 
on stopgap 
sewage 
treatment 
facilities, 
which 
a 
citizens group objected to, mainly 
because an unrelated trailer court 
project might have benefitted from 
them. The other issue that sparked a 
public brushfire was a consultant’s 
proposal to phase out a common 
type of home water softener to cut 
dissolved sewage minerals down to 
state maximums. 


But the project as a whole never 
drew a crowd to council.

The central reasons why in mid 1972 a 
vast, regional sewage treatment venture 
had to become part of Lompoc’s municipal 
future were simple enough. The state of 
California was empowered by law to clamp 
a strangling moratorium on new sewer 
hookups on any city that failed to comply 
with 
the 
state’s 
water 
pollution 
regulations, as well as fine that city up to 
$6,000 per day for each day of non 
compliance. 
Lompoc, in the level of suspended solids 
and bacteriological content of the treated 
sewage it discharged into local ground and 
water, had been violating the August 11, 
1972 
revised 
state 
water 
pollution 
standards for years. 
The city’s present wastewater treatment 
plant on Central Avenue was built in the 
early 1960s to conform to April, 1959 
pollution standards set down by the 
California Regional Water Quality Control 
Board, 
one 
of 
several 
regional 
commissions appointed by the governor. 
But a familiar thing happened. More 
people came to Lompoc. And they began to 
use more and more water. Moreover, 
California 
enacted 
the 
California 
Environmental 
Quality 
Act 
and, 
thereafter, 
water 
pollution 
standards 
relating to discharged treated sewage were 
cinched up. 
Lompoc, with a treatment plant designed 
to handle 1.75 million gallons of sewage per 
day, found that it had actually been 
treating, or been expected to treat, two 
million gallons per day for the previous 
several

Johnson planning to resign VA post

Johnson has been under

w i t h 
the 
distribution of educational 
benefits. 
J o h n s o n ’ s 
t r o u b l e s 
apparently came to a head 
M o n d a y 
w h e n

Alexander 
Haig, 
Nixon’s 
chief of staff, met for about 
an hour * with Sens. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif., Strom 
Thurmond, 
R-S.C., 
and 
Clifford 
Hansen, 
R-Wyo., 
along 
with 
Reps. 
Olin 
Teague, D-Tex., and John P. 
Hammerschmidt, R-Ark, all 
m em bers 
of 
v e te ran s’ 
affairs committees. 
Teague 
told 
reporters 
afterwards that he told Haig 
“ there would be trouble 
with the VA as long as Mr. 
Johnson was there and that 
he should be relieved. ” 
“ Our 
meeting 
today,” 
said Cranston, “ has been 
the first direct sign that the 
President has come to grips 
with the absolutely m assive 
nature of the VA’s problems

I expect to submit 
my formal resignation in 
the near future.” 
Administration 
sources 
said 
Johnson, 
49, 
had 
considered

June, but hesitated to quit 
under fire. Running the VA 
was Johnson’s first real 
government post. He had 
been a consultant to the 
Office 
of 
E m e r g e n c y 
Preparedness in 1967 and 
served with the 3rd Army in 
Europe, where he won a 
Bronze Star for heroism. 
He served as 
national 
c o m m a n d e r 
of 
the 
American Legion from 1964 
to 1965 and ran a farm 
supply firm in West Branch, 
Iowa, when he was picked to 
run the VA in June, 1969. He 
campaigned hard for Nixon 
after he lost a primary bid 
for the Iowa governorship in 
1968. He was proud that his 
20-year-old son Alan served 
with the Green Berets in 
Vietnam. 
Johnson’s tenure as head 
of the VA was not smooth.

said: “ He tried to politicize 
the agency and he shut off 
all contact with Congress 
and veteran’s groups except 
for what filtered through his 
political machine.”

I n f o r m a t i o n 
M i ni s t e r 
Shimon Peres by a 298-254 
vote with six committee 
members abstaining. 
Party officials were sche­

give Rabin a 21-day deadline

bargaining. 
The Labor party, which 
has 
ruled 
Israel 
since 
independence in 1948, won 
more seats than any other

D e c e m b e r ’ s 
n a t i o n a l 
elections, but failed to win a 


majority in the 120-member 
Knesset (parliament). 
Mrs. Meir, who said she 
r esig ned

agreed to stay on as head of 
a caretaker cabinet until a

Rabin, 
smiling

EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) — The executive director of the 
Sierra Club says the environmental movement is becoming 
"leaner but stronger” and is still moving forward. 
Michael McCloskey, here to give the keynote address for 
the Earth Week conference at the University of Oregon, 
said Monday the energy crisis and subsequent attempts to 
get rid of some environmental laws has revealed which 
legislators "are fair weather friends.” But support for 
environmental causes remain widespread, he said. 
Almost every poll shows that a majority of the people 
blame government and the oil industry for the energy crisis 
while only 2 or 3 per cent blame environmentalists, 
McCloskey said. 
He also cited a recent poll in Seattle which indicated 65 
per cent of the people there are willing to make 
fundamental changes in lifestyle in face of shortages. 
"The people are way ahead of most politicians in this,” 
he said. 
Looking at the future, McCloskey said people are 
beginning to realize that resources are not infinite and that 
the age of planned obsolescence of products must come to 
an end.

Association reports that the 
jogger burns up almost as 
many calories as the out- 
and-out runner. But the

running about 1.5 miles in 
eight minutes will burn up 
175 calories while another 
man the same size jogging 
the distance in''16 minutes 
will burn 157 calories —only 
18 fewer.'But, fast or slow, 
it would take quite a while 
to burn off 3,500 calories 
—equivalent to one pound of 
fat.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The California 
Court of Appeal, ruling against the U.S. 
ambassador to Great Britain, held Monday 
that servants with labor grievances in 
some cases can picket their employer’s 
home. 
The right is not absolute, the court ruled, 
and depends on a delicate balance between 
the conflicting demands of the rights of 
labor and "the unquestioned right pf a 
householder to a sanctuary reasonably 
secure from outside intrusion and to a 
sheltered place for the family.” 
The ruling involved AFL-CIO Laborers 
Local 1184 and Walter H. Annenberg, 
wealthy publisher and ambassador Annen- 
berg’s lawyer said it was not yet known 
whether the ruling would be appealed to 
the California Supreme Court 
The union and Annenberg have been 
involved in a legal battle over the 15 
gardeners who maintain the 18-hole golf 
course on Annenberg’s 350-acre Palm 
Springs estate. 
The gardeners are paid $2 50 an hour, and 
are demanding the $3.75 an hour that 
unionized greenskeepers get from nearby 
country clubs. 
Annenberg 
regularly has prominent 
persons as house guests, such as President 
Nixon, 
former 
Vice 
President 
Spiro 
Agnew, Vice President Gerald Ford, 
Prince Charles of England and others. 


Annenberg originally went to court to get 
injunctions against the pickets because 
they embarrassed his guests, charged 
Lionel Richman, the union’s attorney "but 
in doing so he unwittingly helped establish 
a new principle of law for the nation’s 
domestic workers.” 
He said he hopes Annenberg fights the 
case to the U.S. Supreme Court, because he 
predicted the high court would remove all 
restrictions on picketing of private homes 
and give a major boost to unionization of 8 
million servants and domestic workers. 


The judge in the original trial ruled in 
favor of Annenberg, concluding that "the 
operation of a home, be it baronic or ever 
so humble, is not tantamount to operating a 
business, and to allow picketing would be 
an invasion of the sanctity of the home.” 
The three-judge appellate court, in 
reversing the verdict, noted that both sides 
had 
argued 
“ eloquently” 
and 
cited 
fundamental and unquestioned rights. 


"As our society desperately attempts to 
drown itself in overpopulation, the right of 
privacy, if not becoming more important, 
is at least receiving better recognition,” 
wrote Presiding Judge Robert Gardner, 
and picketing "no matter how peaceful, is 
an intrusion on the privacy of the home 
(even if done) by one placard-carrying 
picket on the sidewalk ”

no 
comprehensive studies of 
the impact of school closure 
had been done. The best 
data available had been 
compiled by a parent in 
cooperation with the Seattle 
School 
District 
on 
the 
results 
of 
closing 
one 
Seattle elementary school in 
1971. The 460 children from 
that school were assigned to 
three other schools. “ In 
November 1972 a survey 
located the 188 first, second 
and third graders. Of the 
original group: 
94 ( 50 per cent» were 
attending one of the three 
reassigned schools, 
11 ( 6 per cent) were 
attending 
another 
public 
school, but had not moved. 


18(9 per cent i had moved 
and were attending another 
Seattle public school, 
37 ( 20 per cent) had left 
the Seattle public school 
system before October 1971, 
28 (15 per cent) more had 
left the Seattle public school 
system before October 1972. 
Sixty-five 
of 
these 
students 
are 
no 
longer 
attending 
Seattle 
Public 
Schools. This amounts to a 
22 per cent decline which is 
considerably 
higher than 
the decline for the entire 
District for the same period 
which was only 12 4 per 
cent. The closure of (the)

appears 
to 
have 
accelerated the decline in 
enrollment * the problem it

Enforcement begins 
on Pismo beach ban 


State 
Parks 
Director 
William 
Penn Mott, Jr. 
today said the Department 
has begun enforcement of a 
ban on beach camping at 
Pismo State Beach in San 
Luis 
Obispo 
County 
in 
response 
to 
a 
recent 
decision by the California 
Coastal Zone Conservation 
Commission 
The Commission, on April 
4, rejected an appeal by the 
State Department of Parks 
and Recreation from an 
earlier decision by the South 
Central Regional Coastal 
Commission to eliminate all 
camping on the beach. The 
Regional 
Commission s 
ruling 
rejected 
the 
Department's interim use 
plan tor Pismo State Beach 
pending completion of a 
general development plan. 
The Department, in its 
appeal, 
said 
that 
“ unrestricted 
beach 
camping now exists and one 
of the major objectives of 
this interim use plan is to 
reduce 
the 
existing 
congestion. This will be 
accomplished by restricting 
the camping to the carrying 
capacity of the land (280 
camp units) and confining it 
to a designed area.” 
Mott 
noted 
that, 
in 
previous years, as many as 
5,000 camping vehicles has 
stayed overnight on the 
beach, 18 times as many as 


would have been allowed 
under 
the 
Department s 
interim use plan. 
As a result of the Coastal 
Commission 
ruling, 
camping is now permitted 
at Pismo Beach only in the 
two 
developed 
campgrounds: 
Oceano 
Campground 
and 
Northbeach Campground at 
Grover 
City. 
Private 
campgrounds 
are 
also 
available m the area 
Mott said the Department 
is working on a master plan 
for the park unit, which will 
be 
available 
for 
public 
review, probably by the end 
of this year. “ Full day use 
operation is continuing.’ he 
said, “ to provide maximum 
opportunities for outdoor 
recreation, one of the major 
responsibilities of the State 
Park System. 
“ Access through the three 
beach entrances continues 
without restriction for day 
use, from one hour before 
sunrise 
until 
11 
p.m 
Vehicles may use the beach 
as before except tor the ban 
on beach camping. Portable 
toilets will be installed in 
conformance with the state 
Health and Safety Code. We 
believe that Pismo State 
Beach will continue to be

of

Girls cause no stir on this team 


The only edge for the Bulls was in 
turnovers with seven for Chicago 
against 20 for Milwaukee. 
The turnovers weren’t enough.

“It’s a low-key thing,” says low-key Dave 
Bickmore. coach of the interscholastic track and 
field team at Lompoc Junior High. 
“We win some races and lose some races. To 
see kids have fun is really satisfying. We might 
lose a meet and still feel great, because the kids 
improved their times.” 
Bickmore, a Spanish and English teacher at 
the junior high, put out the call for track tryouts 
a couple months ago and drew an enthusiastic 
response. 
Among the applicants were three girls. Like 
everyone else who tried out and enjoyed the 
program, the girls are still members of the 
team. They compete on the ”B” squad, and two 
of them run on a four-person relay. 
Bickmore insists there was no conscious effort 
on his part to become a women’s lib crusader. 
He quickly waves away any such labels. 


“I wasn’t expecting anything like that (girls 
trying out),” he says. “I was a little worried 
when they asked me if they could run. But since 
it’s a school team and they’re part of the school, 


I said sure ” 
Negative reaction to the girls has been 
positively underwhelming. 
“The girls are just considered part of the 
team. They’re real well accepted. They all work 
hard.” 
The track team — girls included — has done a 
lot for school morale, according to Bickmore. 
“It’s the best program I’ve ever seen for student 
spirit. It’s given the school some identity. It’s 
created some enthusiasm on campus. The girls 
in school really cheer for the girls (on the team), 
and for the boys, too. We get more kids out to 
watch track than we did basketball. 
“It’s the most pleasant sports program I’ve 
ever been associated with. We have around 50 
kids involved and we’ve found a place for all of 
them to compete.” 
While the girls on the team have caused no 
problems. Bickmore would like to see a separate 
girls track team, so that more girls would have 
an opportunity to compete. The problem, he 
says, is getting someone to coach such a team. 
Until such a team is formed, girls will be 
welcome to compete with the boys.

Salmon plant 
a success 


by M.C. Cockshott 


Last week’s ocean fishing report was a gray one, with 
heavy swells and cold winds slowing things down. On our 
weekly trip to the San Luis Obispo Harbor, we saw five 
boats in by 10a m , with one ling cod among the live. 
The silver salmon plant in the waters of Camp Pendleton 
was such an unqualified success that Point Magu Lagoon 
will get a big stocking, as will Channel Islands Harbor. 
These young salmon were hatched at Darrah Springs, near 
Red Bluff, and flown to their new homes and placed in 
cages. 
If the new operations are 
a success, the Department 
of Fish and Game (DFG) 
will request permission to 
stock silvers in the fall. The 
majority of the fish will stay 
where 
planted 
for 
two 
years, bv which time they 
will be of catchable size. 
Fail and winter will be the best time for catching these 
fish, as they return to the river or lagoon They will swim 
upstream as far as possible, and, if they don't find suitable 
spawning grounds, will die off. 
The DFG is apparently working on the right track to 
improve the salmon fishery, and we hope their efforts will 
take them into some nearby waters! 
The DFG will also plant 8,000 striped bass in Newport 
Bay, all yearlings brought from the Central Valley 
Hatchery near Elk Grove. This wraps up the striped bass 
phase of the sportfishing improvement for the year. 
Biologists say there is no chance that the stripers will be 
able to establish a self-perpetuating run in Southern 
California waters, as they require special conditions that do 
not exist here. 
Years ago we tried to get the DFG to plant striped bass in 
Morro Bay, but didn’t get very far, given the excuse that 
there is not enough fresh water running into the bay to 
support a fishery. Yet we had occasional takes of large 
striped bass in area. It is possible, but not probable, that 
they came down from the Bay area. 
If local sports organizations would get behind a 
concentrated effort, we might get some action towards 
setting up an improved salt water fishery on the central 
coast. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Lake Cachuma reports that both trout and bass are 
hitting, with limits daily. Trout up to four pounds have been 
weighed in. Catfishing is slow, but should pick up as water 
warms up. 
At Lake Casitas, both trout and bass fishing fair to good, 
but winds have discouraged many anglers. 
Trout fishing in Lopez Lake, due to heavy winds and 
general cold, has been slow. A few have been taken trolling, 
but bank fishing is poor. An occasional lunker has been 
taken bait-fishing from a boat. The best spot is near the 
dam in very deep water. Bass up to four pounds are being 
caught when the wind subsides. The lake has been 
bluestoned, which does not help, apparently making the fish 
lose their appetites. 
Nacimineto reports white bass being taken with most any 
lure and from any part of the lake. Temperature of water is 
increasing rapidly as the thermometer jumps to over 90 at 
mid day. Catfishing good in the warm shallows, with night 
crawlers the best bait. 
Processing abalones without a permit cost a Santa 
Barbara area fish market $625, a suspended 30-day jail 
sentence, and probation. The needed license is free from 
the DFG. It was the second offense for the restaurant, 
whose abalone went to charitable institutions after being 
confiscated. 
Virg Moore of San Simeon reports that he is running two 
boats a day. The half-day boat($7.50 and $8.50) leaves at7:30 
a.m. and the all-day ($14.50) boat at 6. 
Fishing there is reported very good, with daily limits of 
big cow cod, blues and lings.

Battle meaning 


The deadly sparring contest between 
Syria and Israel on Mt. Hermon is an 
excellent 
illustration 
of 
Clausewitz' 
classic definition of war as nothing more 
than the continuation of politics by other 
means. 


Syria has no hopes — at least at this time 
of driving the Israelis from their 
positions in the strategic Golan Heights 
area which the Israelis seized in the 1967 
Six-Day War and enlarged in the 1973 
October War The intent is apparently to 
serve notice in the world that when and if 
Svria decides to begin negotiating an 
armistice with Israel, it will do so from 
“ strength, not “ weakness.” 


Any damage done the hated Israelis will,

of course, be a bonus. The sacrifice of a 
few dozen or few score Syrian soldiers 
and the expenditure of a few million 
dollars worth of equipment and munitions 
is a political, not a military, investment. 
As for the Israelis, they have been 
content to reply in kind, artillery round for 
artillery round, and to crank in just enough 
manpower and tank and airpower to 
prevent the Syrians from changing the 
tactical status quo in the heights area in 
any permanent or meaningful way. 
The Mt. Hermon, Golan Heights action 
will continue to grab a headline or two 
until, at least, the Syrians feel that they 
have reached the point where they are in 
the best position to negotiate the armistice 
with the Israelis.

Then I began to 
scout other pictures and discovered 
the 
most 
amazing collection of 
products for sale. 
One product, a plastic disc, is 
called a sock sorter. “ Ends forever 
the tiring task of seeking and sorting 
socks... (by) 
keeping 
socks 
in 
matched 
pairs 
during 
machine 
washing and drying processing,” 
claim s the ad. (The ad fails to 
mention that the users must sort the 
dirtv socks out to use the sock 
sorter.) 
Another item — for people who 
have added weight between their 
head and shoulders — is a collar 
extender. It is simply a button with 
a loop, which, when affixed between 
the collar hole and button, quickly 
enlarges a 15” neck shirt to a 16” 
one. 
Called a D-Rain, this third product 
elim inates washed out lawn areas 
around a house’s downspout. The 
simple devise is nothing but a nine 
foot plastic hose with holes that 
attaches to the downspout and rolls 
out on the lawn. Rainwater runs 
down the downspout, into the hose 
and out the holes onto the lawn. 
Noiseless shoe taps, chandelier
